Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, 
but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The word “ processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which 
are reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g., 
mimeograph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith, ete. 

The L. C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress. The number at the ex- 
treme right of an entry indicates the classification of the publication in the 
Office of the Superintendent of Documents.

The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent to 
book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will ad- 
here to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. ; 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog.

HOW TO ORDEB PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superin- 
tendent of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dag- 
ger (+) indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, 
or division issuing the document. A double dagger ({¢) indicates that the 
document is printed for official use. Whenever additional information con- 
cerning the method of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found 
under the name of the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, 
e. g., H. doe. 78, 74-1. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 


HOW TO REMIT 

Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 

Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
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order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted. 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his Office in sets of 20 for $1.

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United

postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


‘The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 
be A 1.23": So 96* in a library. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right. Orders for these 
cards, remittances in payment for them, and requests for information about 
them should be addressed to the Librarian of Congress, not to the Superintend- 
ent of Documents.

NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


NEW GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 


By Executive Order 7194 of September 26, 1935, the President established the 
Prison Industries Reorganization Administration, and prescribed as its duties 
and functions the following: 


(1) In cooperation with the proper authorities of the several States and 
the political subdivisions thereof and the District of Columbia: 

(a) To conduct surveys, studies, and investigations of the industrial 
operations and allied activities carried on by the several penal and correc- 
tional institutions of the States and political subdivisions thereof and the 
District of Columbia, and the actual and potential markets for products 
of such industrial operations and activities. 

(b) To initiate, formulate, and recommend for approval of the President 
a program of projects with respect to replanning and reorganizing the 
existing prison industries systems and allied prison activities of the several 
States and political subdivisions thereof and the District of Columbia to the 
end that the industrial operations and activities of such institutions may 
be so reorganized as to relieve private industry and labor of any undue 
burden of competition between the products of private industry with the 
products of such institutions, and to eliminate idleness and to provide an 
adequate and humane system of rehabilitation for the inmates of such 
institutions. 

(2) To recommend for the approval of the President loans or grants, or 
both, to the several States and political subdivisions thereof and tlte District 
of Columbia, necessary to accomplish the purposes of this Order, and to 
administer and supervise the program of projects approved by the President. 


The governing body of the Prison Industries Reorganization Administration 
is a Prison Industries Reorganization Board, created by the above Executive 
Order, and consisting of five members appointed by the President in Executive 


Order 7202 of September 28, 1935.

Rural delivery routes are shown in detail on county or 
local center maps which, with a few exceptions, are drawn to the scale of 1: 62.500 or 
1: 63,360 (1 mile to the inch). Maps of more than 1,470 counties in the United States 
have been prepared by the Post Office Department and blue-line prints, made from the 
latest available negatives, are sold for 50 cents per copy. Each county map shows, in 
addition to the roads traveled by rural carriers, all post offices within the county at the 
time the n-gative was made and all other roads, houses, schools, and churches known at 
the time te map was originally drawn, together with an outline of the drainage. A list 
of the county maps on file will be furnished upon application to the Disbursing Clerk, 
lost Office Department, Washington, D. C. Rural delivery routes emanating trom pest 
offices in counties for which county maps have not been drawn are shown on local center 
maps. Blueprint copies of such maps are sold at 25 cents each. Orders for all postal

Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other international 
acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the documents, 
followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the Press releases 
are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 50. The Department of State 
includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of its publications for 
the preceding qua:ter.
